KPkerecrates had now Jiucd, well and truely might he haue hauc 
prei'cntcdhcr*/»4»»Af4iw*f^^y?rt»f, with fcarcc Z^#r« left to *Ttrc*t 
prcfauc the compaaure of her 2«w£, fo much is fhc wrong'd, dila- 
ceratcd,difmembred,and difioyntcdinthefeour daies; ftiefcarcely 
hath Forme 01 Habite left, bute'neasa Sceleton, retain es oncly a 
fhape, or fhadowe, of what fhc was in her former purity. 

Now may (he fit compIayning.O wocisme, thatwas ordaind 
for the welfare of all vertue in Marr, O woe is me, that to whome I 
brought fo much goodnefle, by him I fhould be vilified, and fo ill 
intreated; O woe is me, that for whome,and for whofe beft good I 
ordain'd Lz*es and Vr&cepts, by him, and onely him, I fhould 
be thus abufd,my Laws violated, my Precepts reieaed,and my 
feifemade a laughing ftocke; O woe is me, that e're I was, or did 
fo much good for him that fcts fo light by me. 

And ( if euer ) this braine-fickc *Age wherein we liue,may beft 
teftihe her mifery ; for neither Her felfe, nor htr t^^arcxegarded 
cuenof her Children, but mod led by their ftragling paflions runnc 
after their owne rebellious Imaginations; which doth breed a mi- 
fery of miferies vnto i/rr,great griefe and forrow to her true borne 
Children, and to all,abafe wretched Eji'tmmon^ afwell amongft 
thofe who know htxEminesae, as thofc who neucr knew Htr, nor 
any other vertue. 

And if we fliall finde (as certainely finde we (hall ) in one mem. 
ber of Htr y \n one little part of her Praceptsfo many erroneous and 
repugnant *Abfardaies committed, what fhould we meetewith,'if 
wedidfearch into her whole Bodyt furclyfuch a contumelious /»- 
farrcUion, that eitherior Ignorance or fliime in fo much wronging 
//:r,we mufl ftand obftinate,and fet Hern defiancc,orwith peace- 
able Yndciftanding fubmitourfclues to Her Cenfrre, checking our 
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wiifull Nature, correcting our Ignorance, reforming all offences, 
wiih fubmiiTuie obedience to follow the Lawes and Precepts by Her 
ordain'd, whereby \vc (hall rcturnc into grace and fauour with Her, 
and be graced andfauoured of all Hers\ for fbe commendeth her 
Founders 'and Fauoarsvs } and fhe honourctb all thofe who emcrtaine 
Her. 

And now in the behalfe ot my Mother Mx(icke,z$ a dutiful childe 
to condole, and ( to my power ) ro mini ft er a Medicine to Her Ma-, 
ladies, haue Toppofd my fclfe againft a Capitall Rebcll Common 
PrMtfe, or Cuftotxe,wh\ch long fmce fcditionfly refitted ,& through 
arrogancy and jgnorance hath hiccnft againft Z/*/ s and drawne away 
the mod part of her Children from their due allegeance; whereby 
I emend eithertoright Her 3 by reclaiming themtothe Line of her 
Lowes and *Pracepts f ot to make knowne vnto the world all her Spu- 
nous and Illegitimate Children, that doe thus vnnaturally oppofe 
thcmfclues againft Her. 

Forludges whereof on Afttfickfs behalfe,! haue chofen mod 
worthy and Iuditious Senator* of Her Common-wealth, who fol- 
lowing her Pr&cepts and L.+&cs from their Infancy, haue fought (as 
their Enfumples teftific) to the vt'moft of their powers, to reduce ail 
co Her gouernment. 

Forludges on their fide,although I could nominate many, and 
thofe Cspitall Mjtfiers too ( for fo they arc accounted of the Rebel- 
lious Rome 9 \v\iom in regard of ignorant eftimation of their worth, 
or worthldfc eftimation, I forbeare to name;) yet may they be 
knowne to all, becaufe they will be the firft that will op? eft, & the 
xatt and leaft that wiil,or can alleadge Reafon for their Tenc*tt$\ only 
they will vrge effeminately their owncWr", or pafTionately their 
owne Fancy t or that they haue fcene the contrary, and their Enfam- 
p/es'm Prim; but true Iudgemcnt will be able to conuincefuch Hu» 
mortfts, and to fift ovxthe fowrs of Truth from the hushes of Error 
inthisMuficall .Mwomachie. For as it is fufftnent commendations 
foranhoneft Cato^ he bedifparagedin his reputation but by feme 
difiblutc, difordered Clodrw,ot Catalwe: fo can there be no greater 
approbation of any Facxltie^oi Science whatfocuer,thcn to be op- 
pung'd and difcornmended by an Ignorant Artij} > or iome raive 1>ro- 
fefor of the fame Myfteries.

But let their owne fancies and arrogancies either Connrme, or 
Confute them; for by their mcanes, ( and onely them ) is grounded 
in the heart of Greatnes > that our Arts (jreatnes is great onely in a 
Bafe, whereby (lie is fallen to fuch FUttte, that the Learned arc 
weary thereof, the Ignorant zfhzmcd, Themfelues defpifd,made a 
mockery, and a letting ftocke, onely feruing (and good) for no 
other vfcjthen to fatii fie their Barbarous affcc^ion^vN hi chare like 
thofe of \hz(^)PolitittanArchidami<4,{oi fuch hkcSecretaries) v\ hofe ( «) Praifcof 
Belly was his IdolI,made more account of a fitterer t thcn a Cantor. M*f i£o\. 27, 

But the more the pitty, too too many fuch ^Pohtitians there are 
in thtfc dayes, who efteeme of Mufahs Profejfors no otf crwife 
(nay fcarce fo much) then they doe of Hunters and Faulksncrs, and 
to deferue ( at the moft) no better to be rewarded, or regarded. 

Thefc are no better then Morfira Hominumx with Lmitm the

And when 
their humours arc to be befotted with the Sutler wijhi K g 
plcafurc and content of melodious Harmony, they fecke ei- 
ther by Mcmblino C9mmc*&ti§*t,OT&ofcFUttcij, or the like, 
(by any ordinary capacity quickly concciued )to gricue and difcon- 
tent thofe **r>wr^, who affoord them dchght,and contentment 

'""whatpollicies arevfd in the Enteruining of thefc Profifort, 
in the Ret*hii*ro{ them, and in their fmatl Series and Pittances 
(which they tcrmc Ctmfetexcies) I forbeare at this time to difclofc; 
But let fuch GpUch She who are better qudthen r^f ,& wan- 
tine an ingenuous & generous difpofition, arc willing to proftitutc 
thcmfcluesto'Z)^^ after euery mans P ipe, ox to FdMe « : eucrr 
XMnsfVhifile,bt as they defcrue;! could wi(h & aduicc al-Wwr/of 
our Arr, or any other noble Science and SpecuUtine F*c*lne what- 
focucr,to account of Such as they account of Them, and to ftand 
firmc for the honour and citimation of Le*rmr.£. 

But to our former difcourfcrMoft men reipedt PArafres molt, 
*ho footl-.ingly fcedc,and flatter them in their naturall affections, 
but reicft and defpife thole Tdl-troths who difcoucr their follies. 
IciCommoNPrathfeznA hex Complices cenfurcmc as they pirate, 
building vpon a good foundation I am prcpar'd;For 'tis neither 
V*mc-tl*n&oxAmbiucnihi\ I ayme at, but onely the H mom of 
our Art to vindicate Jflrrfrom ih&St>Ucifmtspci&B*rb*rtfmcs> 
wherewith (he is now peftred. I louc and reucrcncc the vndcrihn- 
dinir /rm/andnarurall AjfeBor^ life; but dcteft the fcHe-concci- 
tcd pertinacious AntfiyM politick Ftuouritc as dcath;& both fhall 
bcknowne by their arYc£ting,or centering of me. 

It is an ea'/te nutter ( faith one ) to find: fifth; K 2i\*rdi»arj mn> 
ter(hyl) tis to commit a f*ub % and there is noreafon but faults 
(cfpcciallyercat ones as thefc arc )(hould be corrcfted.

The Ice is broken, and the Foot-path found; and I hope to finde ? ia W rm "* 
many Morleyes aliue, though He ( who did fhinc as the Sunne in the 
firmament of our Art, and did firft giue light to our vnderftanding 
with bis Prtcepts) be long fince come to the Clofe and Period of his 
Time; But his pofterity, as Srrfrr^receiuing light and benefit from 
his LabourSjWiil (I hope ) according to hisdefire and wifn.es, en- 
tertaine and embrace fuch Opinions ,as he himfelfe acknowledg'd 
to be true. 

In this little Treatife I haue not obferuM onely the Writings of 
Authors ( because I found them various and differing among them- 
felues; Some obferuM the cuftome of the Common Pratt ife : Others 
not onely the c Prattife i but the Reafon of each particular Precept : A 
third, well vnderftanding neither Theory nor Pratttfe,dxcw outcer- 
uhie Rules from both the former, and according to their owne Ima- 
gmationsdt\\\itfdabfHrdOpimons)b\it I haue fear ch't the very Ori- 
ginall of 'our Art ^wdEtimologie of each proper 7*rw*;how,& wher- 
to each thing i» appropriated; I haue compared the Pratt ife with the 
Thevry ^Naturt with our Art^ and // with other Arts^ndl flnde it a 
Subordinate Mathematick^^xtvi^kcd from the Quinteffcncc of A- 
rithmetickjn the Rules and Precepts. 

So that then ( Courteous Reader ) if thou find'ft Reafon and Au- 
thority for my AJfirtwns, neither mifconftrue me, nor condemne mc 
without better Reafon^ Proofe, and Authority y tUcn heere I allcadge; 
And although diuers may produce Authors (and happily the felfc 
fame which I alleadge ) yet foal they finde that thofe Authors them- 
felues acknowledge to haue receiu'd them from the Common Pratt- 
*/*,and not from the Fundament all Reafons of the Grounds and Rules 
of our Art; But till then, if thou accept and entertaine them, my 
defires and labours haue their accomphfh'd & wiflVd for, rewards. 

If any obie£t, that thofc former Harmonies by mec publifhed in 
my Infancy are contrary to thefe my obieftions ;• I anfwerc, I did 
then as a (fhilde\ I did follow EufkmpUs more then Reafons; and 
thofe Worker for the moil part were not Compos* d by My felfe t 
but by diuers and fundry Authors , which Ineucr the leffe compil'd 
together, in regard of the gcnerall delight men tooke in them; 
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And although very many of them were Defetbms in their Comp - 
fuion when they came to my hands: yet according to my know- 
ledge then, I corre&ed them and comiaendedxkem to the world, and 
had the Printer and Prejfe-Corre&or difcharg'd their office with care, 
they had appear'd without any defect in their Cltffes, Notts, and 
Ditties, though mofl part of tlieir Meafures in the ProUtton and D/. 
minftthvs( following the (fommom PraBife) are falfely Character d± 
the whieh,by this fourth and lafl worke oUonick^Harmmies,^^ 
becorre&ed. 

The Forraine Arttfl faith, that an EngUptmm U an excellent Imi~ 
tAtor, but a very bad Inuentor; and indeed it fhould To appeare; for 
we obferuing fuch Inttentions which they enfample to vs, as Madrid 
galls, Pafiora Is, Neapolitans, BalLtdtjZnd diucrs other light Har- 
monies, doe bend our courfes onelyto furparTethe tuning of fuch 
Strings-, Among whome if diuers excellent Compofirs hzuc excee- 
ded their Enptmples, why fhould not we ( feeing our Art is as copi- 
ous and ample, our Qymate not exceeding moift, and our Artifis 
(as they conte(Te)farre fuvpafle them in the accuratenes thereof, 
which is vpon the ^P/amefovg^nd multiplicity of Parts, wherein they 
doe admire vf , ) fmde fome Indention to fet them on workc ? Surely 
die fault is in our flothfull Natures, either not aiming at the forefaid 
I>erfeEticn,ox not mating Vfi of thofc knowledges for lm&eniton y 
which they would direct vs veto. 

Wherefore let vs for the honour of our Art, of our Seines and 
0/A;fr;^ (cfpecially thofe whome fhe nuintaines) endeauour to 
bringHer Tntoth.it Life, Reputation, Efiimation and honour ,which 
fh.e formerly did fuftaine ; 10 (hall wee acknowledge our felues her. 
True-home Children, and knowe Merfelft to be a vertuous Mather 
and Nvrft, ar d the World W\\\ efteeme Her according to her Defire, 
and reward vs according to our Defcrts,zm\ all receiue Comfort and 
CpnttmmeHt, according to that po wer^ which {he affoordeth*

TVw/, the Dlnifionoi Numbers and Me^jures, the inxqualttie 
ofPrcpcrtiws^VLiy, fcarfc Defining the nature of that //r- 
j?7-»«?/'»/ 3 Maiflers whereof they profeffcthemfelues to be. 

I had likewifepoyntcdatfome other abu Pes, commit- 
ted and fuffcred by Muficks Profeffors^s well in Eeclefiafttcke 
as Common Seruic:, whereby the one,n"ndes his Due Right 
empayrcd;& the other, his Eftimationj and both, their 
Abilities. 

As for thofc common kinde Practitioners^ (truly ycleped 
//m///y//j, though our City makes Mufitum of them) who 
making account forfooth to doe the Art Honour, now 
inthefedaiesof the ill opinion, and fmail credit itbeares, 
haue (fairely) brought it downefroma chcifc Ltberali Sri- 
eve?) to the bafeft almoft of Mechanic!: Functions: I make 
noqueftion,butin good time ic may rcturnc vpon their 
owne necks, and their Defert be rewarded, as Statute in 
that cafe hath already (moft worthily) prouided. 

Befidcs, I fuppofe I fhould hardly haue omitted the 
Belcefe ( whereof I findc fome Aery or Inflrumentdl Com- 
fofers and Practitioners to be J concerning certainc Vices, 
which their Ignorance is pcrfwaded, our Art receiues 
helpe by, how difagrccing foeucr, both to Nature and 
Rcafon^ which is the fouleofall Arts, 

And then for amends of all, I fhould at lad, haue affoor- 
ded fomewhat in thegenerall precepts, both of Plattte^ni 
JMeafur&ble Mu/ickfm the many Dherfitus^vhlch the T^dturt 
of Competitions giue vs 3 from the very ongwdl of them, to
